They related that this action 
by DE KGEEZXSCXILDT later caused then* tc lose friends 
because of DE KOHREX SCHELDT' s treat-tent of DIDI SHARPIES 
DSHTON. 
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Tne -HCMASes recalled that the subjects scent

entry unknown) through Mexico and Central America to 
Panama . 




They stated that GZORC-E DE MOHRENSCHILDT had 
indicated that this trio took approximately nine months 
and that the DE MCHRSNSCHILDTs allegedly followed the 
trail of the old "Cam! no Real" as shown on an ancient 
map which GEORGE DE MOHRENSCHILDT had secured. The 
THG/ASes said that the subjects told "wild stories" about 
attacks by Indians and natives and hacking their way 
through jungles during the trip. Subjects mace notes ar.d 
took pictures during the trip with which they were going 
to write a children's book. The subjects were also going 
to sell the pictures to "Life" magazine but were unsuccess- 
ful in both ventures. 
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The THOMAS es further recalled that DE MOHRENSCHILDT 
had reportedly gone Yugoslavia in approximately 1957 
on a mission for the United Scares Government and enjoyed 
his stay there immensely because of his romantic adventures 
there. 
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The THOMAS es stated that it was their impression 
that GEORGE DE MOHRENSCHILDT was of Russian-Polish back- 
ground, spoke Polish ar.d Russian fluently, was formerly 
an officer in the Polish Army, had been married several 
times to wealthy women , and seemed to seek out wealthy 
nec He for friends. They described GEORGE DE MOHRENSCHILDT 
as an energetic, idea-con man, who was always interested 
in making money and having a good time. They informed that 
he was a ,: name droooer” who rrecuently colored his stories 
with untruths to give the listener the impression ha had 
high-level connections and influence in government and 
business circles. 1 
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The THOMAS es last saw the subjects in aoproxi- 



Goverpjneut Development Projects which included the con- 
struction of a large airfield and that he had been in 
contact ; nd had the approval of high government officials 
in V/ashington, D. C. , concerning this matter. 

The TKOMASes stated that they had never discussed 
political ideologies with the subjects and had never heard 
then say anything which v/ould indicate that they were 
conmur.istically inclined, even though the subjects frequently 
conversed with each other in Russian. They said that they 
consider JEAKNE DZ HOHBEHSCHILDT to be a quiet, compatible 
wife for GEOAGE DE KOKEEHS CHILD?, and knew nothing concerning 
her background. They stated that they had not seen or 
heard from the subjects since May of 1353 , and had never 
heard the name of LEE HARVEY OST/ALD mentioned by the 
subjects . 
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,nd Mrs. ? HO LIAS related that GEORGE DE 
KOHRSK S CH I LDT had utilized the services of Attorney THOMAS 
P, MIKELL of the firm Saul, Ewing, Reroick and Saul, 2301 
Packard Building, Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, in his child 
visitation problem with Dr. 7/YKN2 SHAPLE3 DENTON. 

They further stated that one OLGA (LNU) , a 
Russian who formerly worked as a cook for Mrs. A. 0. SD7/ARDS 
on the Aftera.ll Estate, Villanova, Pennsylvania, had known 
GEORGE DE MOHREHSCHILDT for approximately forty years and 
could possibly furnish additional pertinent information 
concerning the subjects 1 activities and background. 

The TKOMASes informed that Mr. JOHN MITCHELL, 
Accountant, Philadelphia National Bank, Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania, and resident of Paoli, Pennsylvania, had 
handled Mrs. EDY/ARD3 f affairs and financial matters and 
would be able to furnish information concerning OLGA. 
and possibly her current whereabouts. They related that 
Mrs, EDWARDS is currently vacationing in Switzerland. 
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
